Records—Reply to Clement.

Monipelier, Oet, 10.—State  Auditor
H. F. Grahsm s filed at the tounty
clerk’s offiee wn answer to the amended
petition of Percival W, Clement. He
says that be is auditor of necounts for
Vermont and that it is his duty to re-
quire the itemizing of bills and that
they be mecompanied with vouchers; but.
b deniks “on information and belief™
that 14 is his duty to exhiibit said vouel-
grs to citizens-and tax payers of the
stiute upon their request. He states that
he pafosed to allow Clement's attorney
to exumine the vouchers becavss he he
lisves they are not publie records and
he figs no wight to exhibit them in any
othor manner than is prescribed by law.

The auditor says that on several oe
easlons he has “at great trouble, ineon-
venience and expense” furnished Clom-
ent numerous and extensive data. He
further states that on the occasions men-
tinned be did not refuse the petitioner
full and free apeess to all the records
in the office, and did exhibit them. Dut
he dil refuse Lo show up the vouchers
and files from which the records were
migde for the reason above given and
also because he was busy completing
his bienmial roport, and that hiz files,
well arranged, might have been disar-
yanged. by thé examination of “overy
eurtous and -ingquisitive citizen and fax
payer who might, from idle curiosity or
otlierwise, desire to cxaming the same.
